ALBANY, from 31st Deo. 31»t to Jan. 1." 


1839.—My Dew-General:—Before this ie 
finished I shall have passed from'public to 
private life, and be in a situation that I 
have not occupied for the last eighteen 
year*. I should be stoical, indeed, if thu 
transition did not call up a train of un- 
usual thoughts. I eball ne^undertake to 
give you a toll development of them; but 
our long and close friendship, which I .flit- 
ter myself is to continue unchanged 
through all the changing condition of 
eternal scene", will be my excuse, and I 
trust a sufficient one, for presenting-you 
some of my musings on that event. I 
take leave to assure you of what I think 
you know well enough no doubt—that the 
change comes over me unaccompanied 
with any serious regret. 


* _ * * Public hie is in some sense a 


servitude, but is usually accompanied 
with enjoyments, and these are to most 
minds a sufficient reward; but the extent 
of the enjoyment*) depends essentially 
upon the character of the recipient. If a 
public mau is endowed with a good de- 
gree of vanity, he is made happy by the 
respect his station procures him; If he u 
ambitious, he is made happy by the oppor- 
tunity afforded him ot gratifying that 
dominant passion ; if he is anxious to ex- 
tend the sphere of his usefulness, he is 
made happy by th« realization ol his be- 
nevoleot wishes. I will not say that from 
each of these sources I have not derived 
some enjoyment, but if I do not misjudge 
mjecli, it 
has been less than moat 


others would have felt in my situation. 
This implies an opinion that I have less 
vanity and less ambition than most ether 
men. 
The indulgence of this opinion you 


may regard us a refutation of its* correct- 
ness. 
Self-d«lueion more readily and 


more oggregiously errs in disbelieving the 
existence of faults than overestimating 
claims to merit. All the acquisitions of 
life are generally pronounced empty and 
unsatisfactory as soon 'as the , passions 
.which attended the pursuit of them have 
sulwided. 
. Honest fame deserves to be prized as 
highly, perhaps more so, than an; of them, 
and this usually accompanies,'in a greater 
or less degree, a m n in an elevated "posi- 
tion, who has been faithful to hie trust, 
even if hig capacity and qualifications are 
of an ordinary character. How much of 
it I merit, or bow much will' bo awarded 
to me (for a man may get more' or less 
than he deserves,) I will not attempt to 
set tie at the risk of rendering myself ridic- 
ulous, even to an intimate friend;'but if, 
in my free unbosoming of myself to you, I 
felt at liberty to express an opinion on that 
eubjeot/I should bo at a loss to graduate 
it. I roiirht pay, perhaps without arro- 
gance or the imputation of vanity,'that 
I have a fair claim to consideration 
for good intention?; for a diligent applica- 
tion of my faculties, whatever they are, to 
my public duties; for having taken at 
least usual pains to guard myself against 
improper motives of action, and to adhere 
to trad follow out correct principles, or 
rather such as I thought to be correct. 


I do not deny that I have had.regard to 


the interests of my purtyi bat I have pur- 
sue.!, these as subordinate and subservient 
to the public good. But honesty of pur- 
pose and industry, the only points in re- 
gard to my claims to public consideration 
upon which I presume to venture an opin- 
ion, are but a trivial part of the materials 
required for the foundation of public fame 
—indeed, of themselves they do nothing 
towards it. Good intentions without abil- 
ities to carry them into effect, and in 
due try without a sound judgment to 
give it a proper and useful application 
ure.of very little worth. No one can earn 
for'lnmself the praiseworthy distinction 
which deserves the name of fame twithou1 
native talents, large acquirements, sagaci- 
ty, prudence, and a sound judgment. 
Many claim a fair share of these, and those 
who think they have them, in an eminent 
dpgree ure the most likely to be mistaken. 
Ot myowu endowments m these respects 
I chall only KJ3 >I have enough of pru 
dence and judgment not to indulge even 
:u a conjectural efti>i>ate of the abate of 
them which I po-scsn.

THE FATE OF BOSKY.' 


Hearing that the'little town of Roenyv 


which lie* in a hollow below the Fort, and 
tetween it and Avron, had been bombsrd- 
ed yesterday and this morning, writes a 
war correspondent of tbe London Tuna, 
we resolved to go and see it. An uul- 
eryman pointed - cut th« road, declaring 
hat we might follow it aafely enough if 
we only ducked our heads now and then. 
AM this precaution could not be taken 
with, much effect in the carriage, we 
thought it-advisable to walk, but had aot 
gone a hundred yard* before a shell whiz- 
zing close over onr heads made us duck 
with a vengeance. It waa the first that 
lad ever really come near me, though «n 
alarmed imagination had made me fancy 
nyself a hundred times on the point of 


bit, and if I may venture upon a 


rash generalization from one solitary in- 
stance, Ifhould say that it muct be easy 
Dough to get out of the way of a shell if 
a man does not stand upon his dignity, 
but ia ready to throw himself upon, hia 
nee or rush into the nearest hole. 


We left the road immediately at the 


lonble, and making * circuit to the left 
across country got down to Ro-ny, with- 
out again incurring any rink, although the 
iuell« from both batteries kept up an in- 
cessant whistling match high above our 
leads. We were surprised, after what ire 
lad heard, to see «> few traces of bombard- 
ing about the town. Here and there, at' 
ong intervabj.ahnge hole in a roof showed 
where a shtll had gone crashing through, 
and near the church the statue of a faun- 
am, once, perhaps, the pride of the vil- 
age, lay in pitiable prostration along the 
ground: It was fortunate the church had 
escaped, for it has since been turned into 
an ambulance, and when we were there 
was filled with wounded. 
They were on 


,he point of being moved, however, to 
Paris by railway train, the whistle of 
which considerably astonished us, as it 
waa apparently within easy range of the 
Prussian guns, and could have been knock- 
ed to pieces by a single cannon, until we 
noticed that it was protected by the red 
cross of an ambulance Sag. 
— 


One house, indeed, at Eoeny had been 


arribly knocked about. It had been, per- 
lapc, the handsomest house there, and the 
Prussians laay have found out that it waa 
the headquarters of the French staff. At 
any rate it had been for tome reason the 
special object of their vengeance, for while 
tie houses all around remained untouched 
;his bad been, made utterly uninhabitable, 
ind anything more desolate and dreary 
looking than its pretty papered rooms, un- 
roofed and bared to the wind, and ita 
crumbling staircase*, I have not often 
seen." 


Returning home we had to take the 


road immediately behind Fort Bosby, but 
the fireing of the Prussians had- been so 
?ood that the risk incurred was very alight. 
It go happened, however, that, as we drove 
past, a shell came fijing over the fort, and 
pitched near euough to the carriage to 
send the earth rattling np before the win- 
dows. A bit of the shell whizzed past the 
coachman's bead. The horse started off at 
a gallop,and I was drawing down the win- 
dow to tell the coachman on no account 
to^top him, when, to my astonishment. 
the'man pulled sharp up and asked if he 
might go and pick up a bit of the shell to 
take home. My reply, not, I trust, couch- 
ed in stronger language than the occasion 
warranted, started on again at once, and 
in a few seconds we were onto! range.

Sherman insisted upon tho impossibility 


of dispensing with the revenue derived 
from the tax without materially affecting 
the estimated current expenses of the gov- 
ernment, as received from tbe tabular 
statement of receipts and. expenditures of 
the government. The present yield of the 
tax was about f 13,000,000, or one twenty- 
sixth of the aggregate of the revenue, 
amounting to $83,000,000. Unlike other 
taxes, it was short lived, being limited to 
two.yeari. Every argument for its repeal 
applied with equal force in behalf of a re- 
duction of duties on tea, coffee, sugar and 
other neeessariesoflife, while tho latter were 
articles of gfneral consumption, among 
the poor. The impolicy of repealing any 
tax prior to a general revision of taxes at 
the next session, is unwarranted by ) our 
revenue and expenditures, and injuriously 
affecting the funding of the public debt. 
Specie resumption was referred to, and 
also the fallacy of the argument that its 
repeal would lessen the number of reve- 
nue officers. Sherman claimed that not 
the slightest dimnnition would occur, as 
the revenue from whisky and tobaccojand 
stamps in each district, would still remain 
to be collected. The subject waa then in- 
formally laid aside and tbe remainder of 
the session taken up by personal debate 
between Fenton and Conkling in regard to 
matters connected with the New Tork 
Qnstom House and Collector ilarphy'8 
administration.

ne, it seems like squandering time to lay 
more than yon have already said. But, 
as the press is responsible to a very great 
extent"tor; right or -wrong ideas, particn- 
arly when wrong ideas might lull people 


security until the error has slain its 


thousands, and also particularly when 
your correspondent in tbe communication 
aforesaid says he desires to state a few 
facts, not generally known, wtich, if pub- 
lished, would go far to allay the popular 
feai of nitto-glycerice, for these icasons 
I desire to make a very few suggestions. 
For I wonld as soon feel it my duty to 
ullay the fear of • child in a den of rattle- 
snakes, by telling him that if he complied 
with certain conditions, (i.e) "persistent 
forethought and caution, that he -would be 
entirely safe, and after the death of the 
child I could with all tho sang fro id of 
your correspondent say, familiarity bred 
contempt and the child got careless. 
But •would not the public hold me ac- 
countable for not killing the reptiles or 
helping the child out of danger ? I deny 
that uitro-glycorine at present has any 
claim to national industry, as alleged in 
the communication to which you refer. 
The fact that it has been abandoned in 
most of the German States, where it is bet- 
ter understood than bore, on account of its 
being extra hazardous is a fact that we 
know less about it than we ought, in or- 
der to manufacture and handle it with 
safety.

Editors Homing Herald: 


We have fine sleighing in Corry, being 


he second ran, this winter, and the roads 
ro in capital condition, free from drift. 
Jentro street and the Columbus road are 
iliva with, gay and dashing turn-outs, 
'apt. Allen's carriage factory has hardly 
teen able to supply the demand from all 
tatts of this region. 


There is a great deal of transient travel 


at this poin!.. List night both tho Ameri- 
2an and Downer Houses were overflowing 
and had to turn away applications. The 
Bnffjlo train at night, and tho Oil Oreek' 
train at night, make no connections, and 
consequently a good.many passengers are 
detained here, on their jonmcy to distant 
points. 


Our city is growing rapidly, especially 
mong tho mechanic classes. I/ying at tbe 


intersection of five railroads, our advan- 
tages for manufacturing and facilities for 
ihipping manufactured articles can hard- 
ly bo surpassed. I may mention that the 
Dorry machine ebops, owned by ileasrs.

Messrs. Por- 
ter, Moreland & Co. have in successful op- 
eration one of tbe most perfect establish- 
ments to be found, and with the additions 
now making, they will have, before tbe 
month closes, the second- largest refinery 
in tho country.

In addition to the refineries owned by 


our citizens, preparations are being made 
for the removal to this place of one ot the 
largest refineries in Cleveland. 


These refineries, let mo say, are not the 


"one-horse affairs with which New York 
and other States are dotted, but establish- 
ments capable of putting through from 
five humlrod to one thousand barrels per 
day.
